VATICAN CITY — The Vatican Congregation for 
the Doctrine of the Faith released Sept. 3 a 10,000-word 
document criticizing branches of liberation theology. The 
document strongly states that Marxist doctrine and 
Catholicism are incompatible. It criticizes only ‘‘concepts 
uncritically borrowed from Marxist ideology’? and 
concepts used “‘in an insufficiently critical manner.’’ The 
document appears to leave open a door for theologians to 
prove they have extrapolated aspects of Marxism from its 
atheistic and materialistic philosophical underpinnings. 


‘Look to future,’ 
new teachers told

ALCALA PARK — Nearly 80 elementary school 
teachers, some new to the profession, were commissioned 
into the Diocese of San Diego by Father Dennis Clark, 
superintendent of schools, at an Aug. 28 meeting at the 
University of San Diego. 


During the session the teachers were familiarized with 
diocesan schools policy by the school’s office 
personnel. 

THE TEACHERS, 11 of whom were men, were told 
by Father Clark to envision what and where they would 
like their students to be in the future. By focusing on the 
dreams one has for one’s students, he said, teachers will 
know what is needed to achieve their goal. 


The personnel director for the schools office, Sister 
Rose Schmidt, SFCC, welcomed the educators and said, 
““The Lord has called you to this didcese, this school and 
this classroom. We are here to celebrate the Lord and this 
work.’’ 


The goal of Catholic education here is ‘‘to be sure there 
is a teacher in every Classroom who cares that every 
student, every day, learns and grows and feels like a real 
human being,’’ she said. 


TEACHERS IN Catholic schools should ‘‘reveal the 
Christian message by every gesture of their behavior,”’ 
Sister Rose said. 


The schools curriculum director, Sister Gertrude Ann 
Sullivan, BVM, said teachers are called ‘“‘to a ministry 
not a job.’’ Catholic school instructors are called to build 
global awareness and teach students the skills needed to be 


_responsible for future world survival, she said. 


Barry Crane, business manager for the diocese, 


explained the ack its and pension plan available to — 


teachers. 


MSGR. ANTHONY Chylewski, director of the Holy 
Childhood Association, told the instructors about the 
work of his office. For over 30 years local Catholic 
elementary schools have done a good job of teaching 
students about the world community, especially about 
poor children around the earth, he said. 


The teachers present listened to each of the speakers, 
some taking notes, each having their own personal reason 
for choosing to work in Catholic elementary schools. 


Kathleen Bell, who will teach kindergarten at St. John 
of the Cross in Lemon Grove, said she ‘‘wanted to teach 
in a church school. I feel more comfortable (in a parochial 
school) because I can talk about the Lord,’’ she said. Bell, 
a Lutheran, said she also likes the community atmosphere 
found in a private school. 


DAN TORRES, who will teach eighth grade at St. Rita 
School, said he enjoys teaching in Catholic schools 
because they “‘offer both academic and spiritual growth.”’ 
A teacher for five years, Torres said he likes to provide an 
opportunity for students to grow in the Lord. 


Joellen Harrison, who will teach fifth grade at St. 
Charles School, Imperial Beach, said it is “Important to 
impart faith to children.’ Catholic schools allow

Election 1984: Platforms of major parties 
compared to USCC’s recommendations 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The following is the first 

installment of a two-part comparison of the 1984 
Democratic and Republican party platforms and the U.S. 
Catholic Conference’s 1984 recommendations to both 
parties’ platform committees. 
« The USCC is public policy arm of the U.S. bishops. Its 
recommendations were presented in testimony to the 
Democratic platform committee by Auxiliary Bishop 
Eugene A. Marino of Washington and to the Republican 
Party platform committee by Auxiliary Bishop John E. 
McCarthy of Galveston-Houston, Texas. 

Excerpts from the USCC platform testimony and the 
platforms, listed in alphabetical order as presented in the 
USCC recommendations, were prepared by Liz S. 
Armstrong, National Catholic News Service national 
affairs writer. 


ABORTION 


U.S. Catholic Conference: ‘‘Abortion directly 
destroys an unborn human being and thus violates the 


right to life. A legal system which permits abortion 
contradicts the principle that human rights are ‘inherent 
and inalienable. Thus the 1973 Supreme Court decisions 
on abortion, and subsequent decisions. which rely on 
them, should be reversed, while society’s resources should 
be directed to solving the problems for which abortion is 
mistakenly proposed as a solution. 


“Restoration of legal protection to the lives of the 
unborn requires an amendment to the Constitution. 


‘...Public funding policies should encourage childbirth 
over abortion. Specifically, we oppose all public funding 
of abortion in programs for medical care and other 
services... 


““We support legal equity for women and reject efforts 
to link abortion ‘rights’ to this objective. 


“‘Women’s equity measures should be scrutinized and, 
where necessary, amended so that their legitimate and 
important goals are not exploited.as vehicles for abortion

REFUGEE TOUR — A group of 20 
Salvadoran refugees toured 15 Midwest cities 
in August, telling people about conditions in 
El Salvador. The Salvadoran Caravan for 
Peace and. Justice in Central America tour 
began in Cleveland Aug. 1 and concluded in 
Chicago Aug. 15. Caravan members discussed 
personal encounters with the country’s death 
squads. The refugees also criticized the recent 
Salvadoran elections and U.S. military aid for 
E] Salvador. 


CANONIZATION NEAR? — Pope John 
Paul II’s visit to Canada Sept. 9-20 has 
touched off speculation that during the trip he 
will canonize Blessed Kateri Tekakwitha, 
known as the ‘‘Lily of the Mohawks.’ But 
Father Joseph S. McBride, U.S. postulator for 
Blessed Kateri, says the hopes for her 
canonization are premature. 

‘HOPEFUL’ — Archbishop Pio Laghi told 
participants at an Aug. 28 Mass on the 200th 
- anniversary of the death of Franciscan Father 
Junipero Serra that he shared their hope 
Father Serra ‘‘will be declared a blessed 
during this bicentennial year.’’ Archbishop 
Laghi is the apostolic pronuncio to the United 
States. The Mass was held at the Carmel 
Mission Basilica, where Father Serra is 


buried. 
DISALLOWED — .A U.S. Court of 
Appeals disallowed a ‘‘pocket veto’’ by 


President Reagan on a-bill which would have 
held the administration accountable — for 
biannual reports on human rights progress in 
El Salvador. The three-judge panel in 
Washington decided 2-1 that Reagan had 
acted illegally by returning a bill to Congress 
without his signature while Congress was not 
in session,

‘ANSWER IS CHRIST’ — The answer to 
Venezuela’s continuing problems of poverty 
and injustice are held in Christ’s message of 
salvation and transformation, Pope John Paul 
II told a group of Venezuelan bishops. At the 


_ end of his talk to the bishops, who were visiting 


the papal summer residence in Castelgandolfo, 
Italy, the pope also confirmed that he plans to 
visit Venezuela ‘‘within a few months.”’ 
POLISH TENSION — Tension has arisen 
between Cardinal Jozef Glemp of Gniezno and 
Warsaw and West Germany’s bishops over 
pastoral care to the minority German-speaking 


-Catholics in Poland. The tension has been 


noted by the Vatican and has surfaced in press 
reports and statements from both sides. 


Differences stem from a historical political 


rivalry between Germany and Poland and the 
desire of the Polish-based Germans to have 
Mass in their native language. 


YOUTHFUL MISSIONS — Young 
Catholics are showing a new interest in the 
missions, said the general secretary of the Holy 
Seé’s Society for the Propagation of the Faith. 
‘“At one time, youth were interested primarily 
in socio-economic matters,’’ said Msgr. 
Fernand Franck. ‘‘Now they are showing 
more...interest in the spiritual.”’ 

MOURNED — Pope John Paul II and 
other church leaders mourned the death Aug. 
26 of retired Cardinal Lawrence Shehan, 86, a 
leader’ in ecumenism who headed the 
Baltimore archdiocese from 1961 to 1974. The 
pope lauded the ‘‘faithful steward’ for 
laboring ‘‘zealously on behalf of the Gospel, 
showing the perennial truth of its message by 
his lively example of charity toward all.”’ 


MOTIVATION NEEDED — Natural 


family planning requires ‘‘moral motivation”’ ~ 


on the part of couples to be acceptable to the 
Church, Pope John Paul II said. ‘‘Natural 
birth regulation is not meant to be only a 
technique,’’ the pope told several thousand 
people in St. Peter’s Square. ‘‘It is a whole 
moral attitude,’’ he said. 
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DEAD OR ALIVE? A cryptic note 
received by an Italian news agency put police 
helicopters back in the air searching for 
Emanuel Orlandi, the daughter of a Vatican 
messenger. Police said, however, that the Aug. 
21 message from a group claiming to be her 
kidnappers had not shed much light on the 
case. ‘‘We have no elements to be able to say 
whether she is alive or dead,’’ said Nicola 
Cavalieri, a police official following the case. 

CRUSADE EVOKED? — The cause for 
Father Junipero Serra’s canonization will 
“‘evoke a venerable crusade of prayer’’ during 
the bicentennial year of the Franciscan 
missionary’s death, said Franciscan Father 
Noel Francis Moholy, promoter of the Serra 
canonization cause for 16 years. 

TENSION RISING — Church-state 
tension in Nicaragua is ‘‘accelerating 
rapidly,’” said Archbishop John R. Roach of 
St. Paul-Minneapolis, who was in Nicaragua 
Aug. 19-22 for meetings with Church and 
government leaders, including junta president 
Daniel Ortega. Archbishop Roach represented 
the National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
in the meetings. The trip was made at the 


request of the Nicaraguan Bishops’ 
Conference. 
CARDINAL’S PLEA — Cardinal G. 


Emmett’ Carter of Toronto has urged 
Canadian voters to question candidates 
running in that country’s Sept. 4 national 
elections about their stands on abortion and 
other human life issues. ‘‘I am convinced that 
it is our Christian duty to demand from our 
candidates where they stand on human life,”’ 
he said. 

VIETNAM CHURCH — A Vatican 
report on the Church in Vietnam has indicated 
‘“deep concern’’ over what it describes as the 
government’s attempt to establish a parallel, 
pro-government Catholic Church. The report 
by Fides, an agency of the Congregation for 
the Evangelization of Peoples, also said a 
number of recent accounts reaching the west 
through a variety of channels have revealed ‘“‘a 
situation of substantial restriction of freedom, 
and even persecution of the Catholic Church’’ 
in Vietnam. 

MSGR. DIES — Msgr. Geno C. Baroni, 
53, a specialist in urban ethnic affairs and the 
first Catholic priest named assistant secretary 
in a cabinet-level U.S. government agency, 
died Aug. 27 in Washington. Msgr. Baroni 
had a rare form of abdominal cancer, 
diagnosed in 1981, and had been hospitalized 
for several months.

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Youths from nine parishes 
meet at deanery-wide retreat 


SAN DIEGO — A La Jolla deanery youth dance held 
in March made money ‘‘to our own amazement,”’ a 
youth group leader said. The youth leaders, who agreed 
to spend the profits on something to benefit the entire 
deanery, recently hosted a leadership retreat. 


Each leader brought four or five youth from their 
parish to a retreat house in Valley Center, Aug. 24-26. 
The ‘‘two-fold’’ purpose of the retreat was to ‘“‘develop a 
peer ministry within each parish’’ and for the youth to 
meet other young people within their deanery, said Mary 
McCabe, of Our Mother of Confidence in University 


_ City. 


OTHER CHURCHES involved were St. James, 
Solana Beach; St. Brigid and Our Lady of Refuge in 
Pacific Beach; St. Charles Borromeo, Loma Portal; St.

Father Edward Kaicher, the newly-appointed leader of 
the diocesan youth office, attended the entire retreat and 
offered the Sunday Mass. Two of Father Kaicher’s staff 
members also attended. 

Each youth group: minister was ‘responsible for a 
different portion of the retreat, McCabe said. McCabe, z 
1982. graduate of St. Mary’s College in Moraga with a 
bachelor’s degree in communication, talked about 


_ communication skills. 


OTHER TOPICS covered were assessing the 
strengths and weaknesses of each youth group; 
‘commitment and being an evangelizer. 


“It was a mixture of seriousness and letting the kids 
interact and get to know one another...There was no 
problem whatsoever with them getting along,’’ McCabe 
said. There was time to write in journals, think, swim and 
socialize, she added. 


McCabe asked all of her youth group members if they 
would like to attend, and four volunteered. Each youth 
paid $25 and the dance profits paid for the remainder. 


SHE IS not worried that the youth who attended the 
retreat will feel like they have been singled out and are 
more important than any of the other members. They will 
not necessarily become ‘‘leaders’’ within their parish 
group. The retreat, she said, helped the youth recognize 
and develop theit own qualities, which they will be able to 
use in a variety of settings. 


Two other leaders valued the experimentation that 
went on during the retreat. Instead of reading the Gospel 
during the Mass, the youth acted it out. ‘‘It really spoke 
to them more ‘than the regular straight reading. It spoke 
to them...as something relevant to their life right now,”’ 
Jim Teixeira, of Sacred Heart parish said.

‘New clergy’ 
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Deacon’s formation never ends

SAN DIEGO — Preparation for the diaconate, which 
fully involves the deacon candidate and his wife, takes 
four years. 


The deacon candidates take 12 courses including 


_ scripture, the sacraments, moral theology, the Church, 


liturgy, canon law and social justice. 


A COURSE in pastoral preparation, supplemented by 
a one-week workshop in counseling, helps candidates 
acquire skills they will use in pastoral counseling. 


“They meet once a week for 11 weeks to study one 
subject at a time. They also attend monthly days of 
recollection and annual weekend retreats. 

But their learning does not end with ordination. 
Current diocesan policy recommends that deacons receive 
30 hours of continuing education each year and that 
parishes provide between $250 and $300 for. this purpose, 
said Father Ricahrd Duncanson, former diaconate 
program director. 


Deacon Jim Roy’s teaching credential qualifies him as 
director of catechetical ministry at St. Michael’s parish. 
In administering funds for Our Lady of Mt. Carmel 
parish, Deacon James Bowen applies the principles of 
financial analysis he used before retiring as program 
director with General Dynamics. And Deacon Jack 
Costello’s Spanish-speaking ability helps him 
communicate with Hispanics at Church of the Most 
Precious Blood in Chula Vista. 


Although the permanent deacons have been ordained 
in the San Diego diocese only since 1970, their ministry 
dates back to the earliest days of the Church. Their first 
role was serving the poor. Later, bishops assigned them 
other duties, such as preaching and assisting in liturgies, 
functions they continued to perform until the Middle 
Ages. 

THEN, DURING the Second Vatican Council, 
bishops advocated restoring the diaconate to complete the 
ordained ministry which includes three Orders — that of 
deacon, priest and bishop. 


Receiving the sacramental grace of Holy Orders would 
strengthen men in their ministry of the Word, the liturgy 
and in works of charity, the bishops stated. 

They envisioned deacons being especially effective in 
underdeveloped countries having an acute shortage of 
priests. However, fewer deacons are ministering in these 
nations than was anticipated. - 

THE LARGEST number are in the United States 
where more than 6,000 deacons now serve the poor, aged,

-may not remarry. In the U.S. they must be at least 35 


years old at the time of ordination. In the San Diego 


- diocese a high school diploma is required for entrance into 


the diaconate formation. program, whereas a college 
degree is a prerequisite for theological studies leading to 
the priesthood. 


The diocese offers a 10-week life planning course ‘‘to 
assist men in identifying their skills and previous 


experiences in Church ministry and to acquaint them — 


with the diaconate program before they make a decision 
to apply,’’ Father Duncanson said. 


AFTER ORDINATION most deacons are assigned to 
their own parishes, but the diaconate director also assigns 
them to other parishes when advisable or ‘‘encourages 
them to develop a ministry supportive of a diocesan 
program.”’ 


Most deacons in full-time parish work are paid between 
$300 and $1,000 a month — an average similar to a 
pastor’s $730 stipend, an associate pastor’s $680 and a 
Sister’s $700. However, priests and Sisters also receive 
housing and health insurance and retirement benefits. 
Priests also have their food furnished and Sisters their 
utilities. 


Before 1978, only three deacons were ministering full- 
time in the diocese. Since then, 10 more have joined thejr 
ranks. During the next decade, will their numbers and 
services increase? Will they compensate for the shortage 
of priests? How will their effectiveness be evaluated? 


HOW THE new clergy will look in 1994 is uncertain. 
Meanwhile, whatever direction their activities take, their 
goals remain unchanged — to be symbols of service to 
which the whole Church is called.

‘Small Group of Marginal Catholics’ 


Some things get me miffed instantaneously. 

In this regard, I guess that I take after my grandfather, who 
could get hot as a match at a moment’s notice. 

I have been reading lately about a group which names itself 
““Catholics for a Free Choice.’’ For starters, I am miffed by that 
name. 

Aren’t ALL Catholics in favor of free choices? I should hope 


so. After all, it is by free choice that we are Catholics. There are _ 


many who were once Catholic, but have freely chosen to. walk 
with us no longer. There are also many who have freely chosen to. 
join us at later stages in life. Catholics believe that all morality is 
based on free choices. Consequently, we believe that it is 
immoral to impede the freedom of another person beyond what 
the good of society demands. Thus it is difficult for me to see how 
one Catholic can distinguish himself from another by saying that 
he is in favor of free choices. 

Upon a closer look, you will notice that this group which 
flatters itself with such a noble name makes no mention of what 
type of free choice it favors. Is it free choice of employment? 
Automobile? Parish? It is none of the above. This group lobbies 
for abortion. 

It would be rather shocking to hear of a group called Catholics 
For Abortion, so no wonder they chose another name. 

But then we take a closer look at the ‘‘Catholic’’ part of this 
group’s title. We learn with no surprise that this group functions 
without the sanction of the church, and in direct opposition to its 
teachings. It is endorsed by no other official or even quasi-official 
Church organization. 

There are many senses in which a person can say “I am 
Catholic.’’ It may mean that they are committed to the Church 
by a conscious and free choice, and that they practice their faith. 
A person may mean that they were raised as a Catholic, and that 
they return to the Church for the holidays, the same way that 
some of us go home to our parents. A person may mean that they 
enjoy Catholic ritual or Catholic architecture, but they have no 
intention of following the authority of the Church in any way. 
We could go further down the list, but I think you get the point. 
To put it another way, a person is not Chinese just ‘because they 
like Chinesé food. 

An even closer look reveals that this group claims a 
membership of 5,000. Now, there are close to 60 million 
Catholics in the United States, and I imagine that among these 
60 million a person could rally 5,000 of us to support any cause 
under the sun...even the canonization of Benito Mussolini. 
There are many parishes in our diocese which number more than 
5,000 Catholics but they have not received the publicity of this 
little group whose misleading title irritates me. Of course, these 
parishes don’t have an office in the nation’s capital or a swank 
letterhead like CFFC does, but these parishes have a greater right 
to call themselves Catholic. 

How does a small group of so-called Catholics, so obviously at 
odds with the mainstream and the Magisterium, manage to stay 
in existence? CFFC manages to survive quite handsomely, 
because of the funds it receives from a variety of sources outside 
the Church, including the Ford Foundation. According to one 
source, the 1981 budget of CFFC wasva tidy $256,000. Nine- 
tenths of this sum did not come from members, The materialistic 

and narcissistic forces which oppose the Church and all it stands 
for are delighted to fund a group of marginal Catholics who 
disagree with the teaching of their Church. 


Keeping in mind the true character and actual dimensions of 


CFFC, I understand why they go to such lengths to misrepresent 
themselves.

Bible should not be misused 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II said Aug. 23 
that individuals cannot. use the Bible to further their own ideas 
and ideologies. The pope made his comments in a message to an 
association of Catholic biblical organizations. 


“‘The faithful are called to serve God’s revelation, rather than 
to use the Word to further their own ideas, however lofty they 
may be,”’ the pope said to the General Assembly of the World 
Catholic Federation for the Biblical Apostolate. The 
organization, which promotes and distributes the Bible around 
the world, met in Bangalore, India, Aug. 21-25. 


‘‘One cannot forget that the Word is ‘entrusted to the Church’ 
(Dei Verbum, 10) and that the Church’s teaching office bears 
responsibility for authentically interpreting its message,’’ he 
added. 

The pope did not deny various approaches to Scripture study 
and said that ‘‘within certain clearly defined limits’’ there can be 
a ‘‘diversity of approach to biblical spirituality.”’ 

The pope also noted that the Bible ‘‘may inspire various forms 
of response,’’ but added that ‘‘care must always be taken to 
avoid permitting the revealed Word to. serve a particular 
ideology.”’ 

The biblical federation was founded in the late 1960s under the 
auspices of the Vatican Secretariat for Promoting Christian 
Unity. It includes the biblical apostolate offices of bishops’ 
conferences from around the world. 

Among its projects is distribution of the Bible in various 
languages.

Q: What is the Church’s official position on cremation? 


A: The 1983 Code of Canon Law ‘‘earnestly recommends’’ 
that burial remain the preferred manner for disposing of dead 
bodies. However, the law goes on to state: ‘(the Church) does 
not...forbid cremation unless it has been chosen for reasons 
which are contrary to Christian teaching.’’ Furthermore, 
ecclesiastical funeral rites are to be denied ‘‘persons who...choose 
the cremation of their own bodies for reasons opposed to the 
Christian faith.”’ 


A dramatic shift has taken place in the Church’s approach to 
cremation. Generally speaking, unless it can be established that 
cremation has been chosen for anti-Christian reasons, it is 
allowed. It is important to keep in mind, however, that Christian 
burial is still the number one Church option for a deceased 
relative. Thus, it is not surprising that some priests strongly 
encourage burial to the exclusion of cremation. 


It is also generally safe to state that regular funeral customs 
apply in the case of cremation. However, several questions have 
been asked about the propriety of celebrating a funeral in the 
Church with the urn containing the ashes being present. In the 
Newsletter of the Bishops’ Committee on the Liturgy, March, 
1977, the following answer was given: ‘‘...the burial Mass 
(should be)...celebrated with the body of the deceased present 
before it (is) taken to the crematory. At the crematory, either in 
the chapel or in a room or hall of the crematory, the rite is 
celebrated which accompanies burial. 


“Tt does not seem suitable to celebrate with the ashes present . 


the rite which is intended to honor the body of the dead. This is 
not to condemn the practice of cremation but rather to respect the 
integrity of the signs within the liturgical action. In fact, the ashes 
which are an expression of the corruptibility of the human body 
are unable to express the inherent character of one ‘sleeping’ 
awaiting the resurrection. The body, not the ashes, receives 
liturgical honors since it was made the temple of the Spirit of God 
in baptism. It is important to respect the verity of the sign in 
order that the liturgical catechesis and the celebration itself be 
authentic and fruitful. 

“Tf the body of the deceased can not be brought to the Church 
for the funeral Mass prior to its cremation, the Mass can be 
celebrated (if there are no other reasons which would prohibit it) 


but without the ashes of the deceased present. The same norms. 


outlined for the celebration with the body present should be 
followed.”’

NOW WE USE it as a general address: ‘“‘You guys 
okay?’’ ‘‘How you guys doin’?’’ Listen and you’ll hear it 
endlessly, often by sportscasters or participants in familiar 
and easy conversation. The usage saves one the bother of 


_ separating men and women, old and young. With that 


short word you include many diversities. 


It is ‘worth remembering that when we read that the 
Lord called together His first followers, it might truly be 
said He chose guys: .The first apostles and disciples were 
from the lower classes, and in fact the phenomenal success 
of Christianity in the Roman Empire was precisely its 
appeal to ‘‘guys.’’ Wayne Meeks in The First Unborn 
Christians speaks of St. Paul’s first audiences ‘and 
describes the various occupations held by those who were 
won by the Gospel. 


Meeks relates that the pagan author, Celsus, said the 
“religion was attractive to the foolish, dishonorable and 
stupid, to slaves, women and little children.’’ Of course, 

Celsus was putting Christians down. Meeks adds that to 
say Christians come only from one (lower) class is 
misleading. There were different levels of converts. But 
Paul himself was a tent-maker, a weaver of coarse cloth. 
The apostles were fishermen and tax collectors, not in the 
upper classes, probably ‘‘guys.’’ 


Are the essential principles of the life and the faith of 
the pioneers to become but a shadowy and nebulous thing 
in popular reference to them and their era? Are the 
furnishings and crumbling walls to constitute an 


appraisal? Is the husk to be retained and the kernel ° 


abandoned? Can we admire and yet restrain the question 
why? Shall all of this be considered but a response to 
environment in those days and but a tendency which new 
conditions and advancing time have supplanted? If so, we 
hasten to €xamine them anew, putting first things first. 


IT WOULD BE difficult to find more apt and 
inspiring evidence of the lofty spirit and motives of that 
day than to consider the martyrdom of Father Jaime, 
who, at the time of the great Indian uprising, walked into 
the midst of the wildest savages, and with a greeting smile 
said, ‘‘Children, love God!’’ The next moment he was 
tortured and mutilated beyond recognition. Such were 
the devoted men of God. 


Little as we would or could return to the tempo and 
conditions of those days, a lesson embodied in-the story of 
the lives of these missionaries comes 'to us with compelling 
force. There is evidence of many lives dedicated to 
Almighty God and His Church, of happy days begun and 
ended with attendance at her altars.

THIS SHOULD be kept in mind because soon after 
the emergence of the church from catacombs, more 
prestigious classes adopted the new religion. In time, 
clergy and hierarchy once taken from “‘guys,’’ adopted a 
particular vesture, acquired outward trappings of class 
and in time disregarded the Gospel injunction ‘not to seek 
the first places at the banquet table. Even in this century 
the Church congratulated itself when famous members of 
the upper class became converts. 


In England, rich converts installed chapels in their 
homes for their personal convenience (something not 
available for ‘‘guys’’). Some still’ remember the 
conquests of Bishop Fulton Sheen when such noted 
personages, not from the guys, became Catholics. It is 
salutary to think’ occasionally about the humble 
beginnings of the Church and to reflect that Jesus, though 
a teacher, a rabbi, was itinerate. Because He had no 
permanent home and tramped up and down the Holy 
Land, Christ may have been thought of by some of His 
contemporaries as a guy. When we forget that, there is a 
possibility we can encounter serious difficulties. This 
church did begin in a stable, not in Jerusalem’s mighty 
temple. It is a faith for all classes, but especially the guys.

MIRA MESA — When students begin school at Good 
Shepherd School on Sept. 4, they will notice a couple of 
additions: a new building and a sixth grade. 


The school opened its: doors.in September 1982 with 
only three grades (first, second and third), said Father 
Eamonn Lyng, the pastor of Good Shepherd parish. Last 
year, a fourth and fifth grade were added to the school. 


THIS YEAR the school has grown to six grades. To 
accommodate the expansion, a relocatable building has 
been placed on the parish grounds, Father Lyng said. 


Father Lyng plans to add a new grade each year until 
the school runs from grades K-8. By the time this occurs, 
he hopes the center four classrooms in the school building, 
where parish Masses are celebrated, can be turned over to 
the school. To accomplish this, a church will need to be 
constructed on part of the 11 acres on which Good 
Shepherd stands, he said. 


Good Shepherd School is self-supporting. It receives 
no money from the parish, Father Lyng said. The school 
is funded by tuition and fund-raisers, he said. One reason

the school is financially solvent is because of volunteer 
support given by school parents, he added. 


‘“‘THE PARENTS here have great spirit.’ Parents 
came in and built cabinets in the classrooms and picnic 
tables for the yard,”’ he said. 


It was the parishioners’ desire to have a school which 
led to the opening of Good Shepherd School in 1982, he 
said. Because of their initiative, the school became: the 
first to open in the Diocese of San Diego in about 15 
years, he added. 


The principal of Good Shepherd School, Mercy Sister 
Bernardine Morrisroe, reiterated the greatness of the 
volunteer support of parents. Parents have worked over 
the summer to enhance. the cabinets they built for the 
classrooms by putting bulletin board facing on each, she 
said. 

TWO HUNDRED children are enrolled for the 
1984-85 year, Sister Bernardine said. The staff consists of 
two Mercy Sisters and four lay teachers, she said. When 
the school opened in 1982, there were only 85 students, 
she added.

Education is ‘key’ to strength and 
is essential to this country’s future

NEW ORLEANS (NC) — Education is the key to the 
future strength of the nation, the community and the 
family, speakers stressed at the National Office for Black 
Catholics biennial conference. : 

In his keynote address, Norman Francis, president sr 
Xavier University, asked, ‘‘If the nation is at risk because 
of an educational crisis for the majority population — — 
what must that mean to us? It is essential for our futures, 
black and white, that this nation have a_ strong 
educational system.’ : ; 

HE EMPHASIZED the importance of the family in 
educating pre-school children and praised the black 


Catholic family for “‘its wealth of strength.” 


Francis also asked the 126 participants to. especially 
support public education because the ‘‘bulk of our black 
children attend public schools.”’ 


Noting the high enrollment of blacks and Hispanics in 
public schools, he said, ‘‘Do not let school systems die’on 
the vine, because the grapes that will rot will be black and 
brown.”’ 


IN ANOTHER speech, James McConduit, president 
of NOBC, urged members to work to keep parochial 
schools open in inner cities to ensure higher-quality 
education for elementary. school children. 


Workshops covering blacks in parish life, ministry and 
education were scattered among the speeches at the Aug. 
8-11 conference. 


Father Rollins Lambert of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference Department of Social Development and 
World Peace said in one workshop that ‘‘religion cannot 
be separated from the other parts of our lives,’’ and he 
urged people to register and vote. 


FOLLOWING HIS talk, several participants said 
requests earlier this year to use parish facilities for rallies 
supporting the Rev. Jesse Jackson were vetoed on 
diocesan levels because of the church’s non-profit status 
which disallows direct support of any political candidate.

Can humanity develop the 
moral capacity to decide wisely 
how to use its technology? 

That crucial question would 
confront people in the latter part 
of the 20th century, German 
theologian Father Romano Guar- 
dini observed many years ago. 

Now, in the final decades of the 
century, his question resurfaces. 
Two events this year highlighted 
the importance of his question 
for me.

First, I attended a meeting of 
European Catholic laity on 
peacemaking. My small discussion 
group, which included par- 
ticipants from eight different 
countries, focused on the recent 
TV film, ‘‘The Day After.”’ The ~ 


film raised the question: What

might life be like after a major 
nuclear-weapons attack? 

One participant from an 
Eastern-bloc country thought the 
film did nothing to convince 
viewers of the real horrors of 
nuclear war since everyone knew 
it was a fantasy. I suggested that 
while fiction, it had a basis in 
truth. 

Another member recalled that 
during World War II she had seen 
an actual film of the bombings of 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki with her 
War Office colleagues. Though of 
different faiths, they knelt and _ 
prayed for a long time afterward 
in the viewing room, she said. 

A young Greek teacher said that 
a kind of despair settled over his 
primary school children after see- 
ing the TV film.

Later our group was struck by

Later, when I visited a hospital 
where a friend was having a 
defective pacemaker replaced, I 
again had the opportunity to 
reflect on the strengths and limita- 
tions of modern technology. 

A hospital’s cardiac-care floor is 
a prime vantage point for viewing 
the wonders, of medical 
technology. There one sees 
machines to steady an irregular 
heartbeat and machines to 
monitor the heart rhythms of a 
whole floor of patients. One sees 
the kidney dialysis equipment — 
and, with a little imagination, one 
can envision the devices for 
human organ transplants. 

I tend to gaze uncritically on 
these wonder machines. That's 
why it was good for me to read 
Jane Brody’s book, ‘‘The New 
York Times Guide to Personal 

Ms. Brody contends that much 
of modern medicine provides 
“sickness-care,’’ not health care. 
Her analysis indicates that even 
with all the marvels of medical 
technology, there is still much we 
ought to do ourselves to protect 
the gift of life. 

Taking personal responsibility 
for good health, she suggests, 

means ‘“‘avoiding 
hazardous behaviors’”’ 
such as cigarettes and 
excess alcohol; ‘‘pursu- 
ing health-enhancing 
activities’? such as 
regular exercise; and 
taking time for routine 
checkups and other 
protective health 
measures. 

I find Ms. Brody’s 

suggestions helpful 
in these times when 
we might be tempt- 
ed to leave things 
up to medical de- 
vices. And — much 
'/ like the peacemaking 


technology? 


From medical laboratories to space sta- 
tions, advancing technology is an un- 
mistakable fact of life. But in addition to 
expanding our capabilities, technological 
developments raise moral and ethical 
questions. Will humanity wisely use its

travel is upon us and it offers 
adventures of.all kinds, even 
adventures of grace, if we are 
to believe British writer C.S.

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When there’s no 
two ways about it

Case 1. 

The young husband and wife 
were deeply worried as they 
looked hopefully ahead to hav- 
ing a baby. In their family history 
a relative had died of Gaucher’s 
disease, a relatively rare genetic 
disorder. The disease prevents 
lipids, or fats; from being 
eliminated from the body. 

Hoping to better understand 
this, they consulted a genetic 
counseling team at a medical 
facility. What they learned both 
dismayed and tantalized them. 

A geneticist told them that 
scientists‘ had just succeeded in 
‘cloning (genetically duplicating) 
the gene for an enzyme that 
causes Gaucher’s disease. This 
could pave the way for fixing or 
replacing the defective gene in the 
cells of victims, she explained. 

The bad news was that the pro- 
cedure probably wouldn’t be 
available for at least 10 years. 

Casen2: 

Since birth the child had suf- 
fered from a diseased liver. The 
toll was high, keeping the child’s 
physical development far below 
that of others her age. When 2 
years old she had a liver 
transplant. For a short time it 
looked as if the operation was a 
success. 

Then, despite round-the-clock 
medical care, the child’s condition 
began to deteriorate badly. The’ 
doctors informed the parents that 
a second liver transplant was her 
only hope. 

While the call went out across 
the coutry for a donor, the 
anguished parents puzzled over 
the decision: Should they OK 
another traumatic operation for 
their little girl. 

Both case histories are fictional. 
Both could be fact. For today 
technology is making available 
medical possibilities undreamed of 
previously. 

But the possibilities also bring 
giant-sized problems. In the 
medical area, individuals are call- 
ed on to make decisions at a time 
when “‘so many things come 
crashing in on them,”’ said Father 
Kevin McCoy. “‘And there are.no 
easy answers.”’ : 

A priest of the Diocese of Sioux 
City, lowa, Father McCoy is stu- 
dying genetic counseling and 
Catholic health care at the 
Alphonsian Academy in Rome. 

Decision making can be com- 
plicated because people jump to 
the conclusion that “if we can do 
something, we must,’ Father 
McCoy observed during a recent 
interview. There is a tendency to 


“look at the end consequence and 
judge all by it.” 

Because of technological 
marvels, Father McCoy pointed 
out, ‘“‘what is medically ordinary 
today is different from what it us- 
ed to be.’’ He thinks that 
sometimes ‘‘what is medically or- 
dinary today could be considered 
extraordinary from a moral 
aspect.”’ 

Asked about the ethical issues 
involved in a child needing a se- 
cond organ transplant, Father 
McCoy stressed that the parents 
would have to make the final 
decision. The parents need ‘‘to do 
all that is possible’ for the child, 
he said. But they may have to face 
up to the fact that ‘‘a certain 
point comes when you can do no 
more.” , 

He explained that he chose his 
field “‘in hopes of being of help to 
people’’ as they make medical- 
care decisions. 

In counseling and supporting 


people, Father McCoy works with - 


certain key points. For instance, a 
“fundamental concern in medical 
ethics is the dignity of the human 
person,”’ he said. 

Keeping respect for human 
dignity foremost in mind can help 
people as they wrestle with dif- 
ficult decisions, Father McCoy in- 
dicated. It can aid them as they 
try to balance the abilities of 
technology with the most pro- 
found needs of the human person.

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Freedom — not an absolute va

St. Paul’s converts at Corinth 
were a troublesome lot. Like most 
communities, they represented 
many levels of society: free 
citizens and slaves, rich and poor, 
men and women, Jews and gen- 
tiles, simple and sophisticated. 

It was the sophisticated who 
caused most of the trouble. The 
Corinthians of 2,000 years ago got 
as excited about philosophies as 
many people do today about 
sports. The Corinthians fancied 
themselves to be very intellectual. 

In fact, though they were in- 
telligent, immature pride blinded 
them to the weaknesses in their 
pet theories. Once the Corinthians 
subscribed to a fascinating idea, 
they judged everything against its 
background: This led to distor- 
tions of the truth. 

Paul, for instance, had insisted 


on the principle of Christian 
freedom: That salvation is a free 
gift from God, not something we 
earn. He put his case in a nutshell 
in Galatians 5:1: ‘It was for liber- 
ty that Christ freed us.”’ 

Like children with a new toy, 
some Corinthians were fascinated. 
Seeing and hearing nothing else, 
responsible freedom degenerated 
into unbridled license. 

School was out! No more classes, 
no more homework, no more 
restrictions. The Corinthians could 
eat and drink what they wanted, 
sleep with whomever they wanted. 

Not even the ordinary conven- 
tions of social decency bound 
them. One man married his step- 
mother and considered this quite 
smart, a protest against the stric- 
tures of social morality. 

If some fellow Christians had 
serious misgivings about the pro- 
priety of buying meat used in 
pagan sacrifices, the Corinthians 


did not. After all, they knew that 
idols were a fiction. So what dif- 
ference did it make? 

In all of this, the Corinthians 
forgot something very important: 
Freedom can never be absolute. As 
long as even just two people live 
together, the freedom of one is 
limited by the rights of the other. 

As for eating meat already 
sacrificed to idols, Paul admitted 
the Corinthians were right. The 
fact that food is used in pagan 
sacrifice does not taint it. 

But some Christians thought it 
did, Paul observed. He warned 
against parading freedom in such a 
way that others, who thought it 
wrong to eat meat sacrificed to 
idols, were tempted to do what 
they believed was sinful. 

We have obligations, to our 
brothers and sisters, and those 
obligations limit our freedom.

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Decisions a computer

Several months ago I purchased 
a personal computer. Until then, I 
never had anticipated how helpful 
it could be. I am even using it to 
write this article. 

But I have a question: How 
does a computer discover the dif- 
ference between right and wrong? 

Make no mistake, the question is 
important. From the assembly lines 
of big automakers to the vineyards 
of California, the stainless-steel 
hands of computerized machines 
are hard at work. Technology is 
reshaping the world. 

: Yet, I suspect that ethical 
dimensions of the technological 
revolution. are being seriously 
overlooked. Charles Muscatine, an 
educator at the University of 
California, made this point at a 
1983. conference of the American 
Association of Colleges. 

He said universities are becom- 
ing expert at helping students 
master modern technology. But, 
he maintained, these institutions 
are not teaching what is perhaps 
the greatest need — how a person 
makes ethical decisions. 

. Before asking how questions of 
right and wrong enter the world 
of technology, let’s be clear on 
definitions. We talk about 
technology. What does it mean? 

Think of technology and you 
may think of a computerized 
world. We readily draw mental 
pictures of it — complete with 
elaborate control panels and techni-

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theirs: “Everything is lawful for 
me.’’ Paul responded: “That does 
not mean that everything is good 
for me” (I Cor. 6:12)... 

The same principle applies to 
Christians today. 

The fact that we ‘‘can’’ do all 
sorts of things does not mean that 
we should. For instance: We can ~ 
harness atomic power today. But 
what right have we to use that 
power to incinerate human beings? 

We “‘can’”’ control fetal develop- 
ment. But what right have we to 
use those techniques for the pro- 
duction. of a select master race? 

We ‘‘can” do so many things to- 
day. But freedom demands that we 
count the cost to human society. 
The only acceptable freedom is 
responsible freedom.

cians who quietly watch over their 
oscilloscopes and robots. 

But what technology is really 
about is something different, 
something we can’t put into im- 
ages. Technology isn’t principally 
about machines. 

Technology above all is about . 
information. It has to do with 
storing, controlling, com- 
municating and using information. 

Today information can be pro- 
cessed almost instantaneously. 
Knowledge can be put to use in 
ways that change the world and 
change people’s lives. 

This raises ethical questions. 

Several weeks ago a commission 
of U.S. bishops conducted a hear- 
ing in California. The hearing con- 
cerned the national pastoral letter 
on the economy being developed 
by the U.S. bishops. : 

An expert on world geography, 
agriculture and climate conditions 
told of some ways knowledge is 
put to use to change the world. 
He cited the Green Revolution — 
the development of new food 
plants to increase production. 

He also talked about how the 
unplanned effects of science and 
technology commonly turn out to 
be greater than anticipated. 


-. For instance, the Green Revolu- 


tion is bringing a new dependency 
on a very narrow genetic pool in 
the plant world. Once there were 
many varieties of rice. When 
stronger strains were developed, 
they gradually replaced the many: 
varieties. 

That might mean that, in the 
event of a new rice disease, a huge 
part of the world’s rice crop would 
be wiped out. The risk needs to be 
considered now, not later. 

Then there is the ongoing 
removal of trees in the world’s 
tropical regions as the march of 
modern civilization proceeds. 
Some fear that the large-scale loss 
of trees in the tropics will cause 
harmful climate changes, possibly 
great enough to affect the world. 

Experts who addressed the 
bishops’ commission pointed out 
that complex issues in technology 
cause many people to throw their 
hands up in the air, saying, in ef- 
fect: ‘‘This is too complicated. 
Leave it to the experts.”’ 

That is the greatest danger. The 
issues must be addressed. 

This brings me back to my 
original question. How does a 
computer recognize the difference 


between right and wrong? 


Obviously it doesn’t. Technology 
relies on human beings for deci- 
sions about ethical matters.

valuable social programs, or in 
assessing emergency medical 
needs — can be seen as a way 
human beings carry out God’s 
desire that they extend dominion 
over all the earth.

and abortion funding.”’ 


Democratic platform: ‘‘There can be little doubt that 
a Supreme Court chosen by Ronald Reagan would 
radically restrict constitutional rights and drastically 
reinterpret existing laws. Today the fundamental right of 
a woman to reproductive freedom rests on the votes of six 
members of the Supreme Court — five of whom are over 
75. That right could easily disappear during a second 
term. 


“The Democratic Party recognizes reproductive 
freedom as a fundamental human right. We therefore 
oppose government interference in. the reproductive 
decisions of Americans, especially government 
interference which denies poor Americans their right to 
privacy by funding or advocating one or a limited number 
of reproductive choices only. 


“We fully recognize the religious and ethical concerns 
‘which. many Americans have about abortion. But we also 
recognize the belief of many Americans that a woman has 
a right to choose whether and when to have a child. The 
Democratic Party supports the 1973 Supreme Court 
decision on abortion rights as the law of the land and 
opposes any constitutional amendment to restrict or 
overturn that decision.

Republicans pioneered the right 
of women to vote, and our party was the first major party 
to advocate equal pay for equal work, regardless of sex.’’ 


ARMS CONTROL AND DISARMAMENT 


U.S. Catholic Conference: ‘‘Our pastoral letter, ‘The 
Challenge of Peace: God’s Promise and Our Response,’ 
condemns the counter-city or counter-population use of 
nuclear weapons; rejects the notion of waging limited 
nuclear war, because of the risk of escalation to all-out 
nuclear war; and questions the moral acceptability of 
policies that contemplate the initiation of nuclear war to 
repel a conventional attack, as is the case in NATO 
strategy. 

“Our judgment of ‘strictly conditional moral 
acceptance of nuclear deterrence’ means that the 
deployment of certain kinds of new weapons systems not 
clearly essential to deterrence should be avoided. 
Moreover, we recommend a bilateral, verifiable and 
negotiated halt to all new nuclear weapons deployment, 
while urging intensified negotiations to achieve

The island of Mallorca in the Baleric 
Isles, an independent kingdom since 
1229, had been united to the Spanish 
crown in 1749. Christianized as early as 
the first century after Jesus, Mallorcans 
customarily greeted one another with the 
words ‘‘Amar a Dios!’’, a salutation 
subsequently made famous in faraway 
Alta California. 


In the delightful climate of Mallorca, 
agriculture and stock raising -flourished, 
delectable fruits were gathered, various 
kinds of fish were caught, orange, almond 
and olive trees abounded and grape vines 
grew in enormous quantities. 


IT WAS INTO «this colorful and 
picturesque corner of the globe, at Petra 
de Mallorca, that Miquel Joseph Serra 
was born at one o’clock on the autumn 
morning of November 24, 1713. 


(The Mallorcan Serre becomes Serra in 
Catalan and Sterra in Spanish. With a few 
exceptions, Junipero preferred and 
customarily used the Catalan spelling).

Are we prepared to die for our faith? 


The biggest challenge to any 
Christian is the question: am | prepared 
to die for my faith? How much are we 
prepared to shed our lives for our faith 
like the early Christians who were 
thrown to the lions. In some ways, the 
life of a missionary is a bit like being 
thrown to the lions —. especially for 
someone like Father James 
‘Guadalupe’ Carney. He has become 
yet another victim of the murderous 
ways of some. regimes in Central 
America — in this case Honduras, 
described by’ the administration as ‘’an 
oasis of peace.’ It was not for Father 
James. 


He vanished a year ago, and has 
probably been cruelly tortured and put 
to death like several priests before him. 
The gentle Jesuit once said, ‘’Even if 
they call us Communists, even if they 


kill us, we have to try to do something 
about it. We have to try to’ wake our 
people up — the poor campesino, tell 
him to get organized, tell him to try to 
change the situation. 


That kind of talk doesn’t make you 
too popular with certain regimes, and 
Father Carney, like two Franciscans 
before him, has been silenced. And, like 
them, he probably suffered castration 
and physical mutilation before he died. 


The Jesuit from St. Louis, Mo., like 
so many missionaries, knew he was 
facing death. But he was prepared to 
die for his beliefs — and he did. 


We may never be thrown to the lions 
or have to die for our faith. But how 
much are we prepared to support those 
who do, with our prayers and financial 
sacrifices?

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NEITHER OF Serra’s parents had 
any formal schooling. It was at home and 
in the fields, besides his parents, that 
Junipero learned something of the secrets 
of nature and dignity of labor. 


In Mallorca, the fulfillment of the 
Christian duty of presenting the child for 
baptism was as swift as it was devout. 
Young Serra was brought to the parish 
church of Saint Peter’s and_ there 
christened by Father Bartolomé Llado as 
Miguel Joseph Serra. 


(The font where: Serra was baptized 
was removed from the church in 1858 
and, for many years thereafter, was used 
as an ornamental flower pot in the rectory 
garden. In modern times, it was restored 
to a special chapel, within a plaque 
indicating its connection with Serra.) 


VISITORS TO Saint Peter’s generally 
asked to see the Registro de Bautismos 
opened to Number 85 and the four-line 
entry for Miquel Joseph Serra. The 
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Island of Mallorca detailed 


parish priest eagerly points out the year 
1713. as a special ‘‘Blessing’’ for 
Mallorcans. 


Returning to the Serra home, the god- 
parents handed the baby to his mother, 
with the words, ‘‘We return him to you a 
Christian.’ As soon as she was able, 
Margarita herself went to Saint Peter’s 
for the ‘‘churching”’ of mother and child. 


And, if she followed another tradition 
of Petra, she took the first opportunity to 
ascend to the mountain-top shrine of Bon 
Any, there to dedicate the youngster to 
the Mother of God. 


IT WAS THE practice in those times 
for infants to be presented for 
Confirmation on the occasion of the local 
bishop’s next visitation to the ‘parish. So it 
was that on May 20, 1715, Bishop 
Atanasio de Esterripa administered the 
sacrament to Miquel Joseph. 


These were the humble beginnings of 
the man who one day would add a realm 
to the Church and a coastline to the 
Spanish empire.

En 1534, el capitan Francisco Mejia atracé en Puerto 
Rico y trajo la noticia de los éxitos de Francisco Pizarro 
en el imperio inca. Una fiebre de oro se apoder6 de los 
colonos, que se apresuraban a embarcarse hacia las 
nuevas tierras, al grito de “Dios me lleve al Peru!” El 


-gobetnador don Francisco Manuel de Lando, asustado 


al ver que se despoblaba la isla, que, aunque pobre, era 
de inmenso valor estratégico para la Corona de Espafia, 
decreto castigos draconianos contra los que trataban 
de abandonar la isla, ajusticiando a unos y cortando los 
pies a otros. Pero atin con este riesgo, muchos de los 
colonos se escabullian, alucinados por la esperanza del 
oro de los incas. 


Uno de los que llegaron al Peru sin perder la vida ni 
los pies fue Gaspar de Flores, joven aventurero y vecino 
hasta entonces de lavilla de San German. En el Peru no 
encontro riquezas, pero si encontro esposa y tuvo 13 
hijos, entre ellos una nifia nacida en 1586. La bautizaron 


‘con el nombre de Isabel, en honor a su abuela, pero 
- Marianita, la sirvienta india de la familia, al ver la her- 


mosura de la recién nacida, exlamo: “Es un mismo 
capullo de rosa!” Y a sus padres les parecio tan justa la 
comparacion, que empezaron a Ilamarla “Rosa.” 


El augurio de este nombre se fue cumpliendo, ya que 
Rosita de Flores, seguin el capullo se abria, se iba convir- 
tiendo en una de las muchachas mas bonitas de Lima. 
Gran consuelo éste para sus padres, ya que, aunque su 
pobreza no les permitia darle una buena dote, no le 
faltarian admiradores dispuestos a casarse con ella sin 
mas dote que su hermosura. 


Pero, a la vez que aumentaba la belleza de Rosa, 


también iba creciendo en su alma una vocacion 


extraordinaria: la vocacion de entregarse a Cristo como 
esposa, pero no en el encierro de los conventos de 
clausura -- los Unicos que se conocian en su €poca -- 
sino viviendo en su Casa, y afectando asi tangiblernente 
la vida de su ciudad. 


Esta vocacion se fue.manifestando poco a poco. La 


primera sefal fue la aversidn de Rosita cuando oia. 


elogiar su cutis, sus ojos o su cabellera; una aversion 
tan fuerte, que la impelfa a restregarse la cara con aji 
bravo para dafiarse el cutis, oa cortarse los rizos rubios. 
Cuando los pretendientes venian de visita y comenza- 
ban a piropearla, cambiaba el tema firmemente, y si el 
muchacho insistia, ella salia de la casa y lo dejaba con 
un.palmo.de narices. = a 

Su madre ya no sabia qué hacer. Una vez le dio.por 
obligarla a que llevara en la cabeza una guirnalda de 


rosas en alusion a su nombre, y el resultado fue que - 


Rosita se preparo secretamente una corona de espinas, 
hecha de un aro de plata con puas hacia adentro,y la 
llevaba por debajo de la corona de rosas. 


Al fin sus padres cedieron al empefio de Rosita y 
aceptaron, aunque aregafiadientes, el hecho dequela 
‘muchacha més guapa de toda Lima, la que les debia 
haber traido un yerno rico y aristocratico para aliviar su 
pobreza, se iba a quedar para vestir santos. Entonces 
empezaron a buscar un convento donde colocarla. 
Porque en su mundo la mujer solo tenia dos papeles 


-disponibles en la vida: esposa o monja. Y si Rosita era 


tan devota que no queria compartir con ningun hom- 
bre el amor que habia dedicado a Cristo, entonces 
tendria que ir al convento. 


Dios la espera en casa 
Pero resulté que tampoco era al convento que Dios 
la lamaba. De manera milagrosa, al considerar cada 
convento de Lima, Dios le daba a entender que no era 
alli donde debia ir. No era tras las rejas de un convento 
de clausura donde su esposo la esperaba, sino en su 
casa y en las calles de Lima. : 


Asi Rosita no se caso ni entré al convento, sino que 
ingreso en la Tercera Orden de Santo Domingo, com- 
puesta de personas laicas que vestian una forma modi- 
ficada del habito dominico. Vivian en casa sin hacer 
votos y trabajaban en sus oficios, pero viviendo el 
espiritu de la Orden de Predicadores, no predicando 
desde el pulpito como los frailes, pero si predicando 
con su buen ejemplo y su conversacion cristiana. 


Una vez que encontro su vocacion y consiguio que 
su mundo la aceptara, Rosa se preparo una ermita en el 
jardin de su casa. Alli dedicaba 12 horas al dia a la 
oracién contemplativa, 10 horas al trabajo - porque su 
costura, bordado y jardineria formaban una parte’ 
importante del presupuesto familiar - y dos horas ‘al 
suefio. 


Aunque Rosa no estaba llamada al encierro del claus- 
tro, laoracién contemplativa era su vida, y su alma no se 
conformaba con la Misa diaria y demas devociones, 
sino que: necesitaba entrar en unién intima con el 
Amado de su alma. A veces no podia contenerse y al 
son de la guitarra, dejaba correr sus sentimientos en 
forma de coplas populares interpretadas “a lo divino.” 
A veces la consciencia humana no bastaba para con- 


tener su union con Dios, y Rosa quedaba arrebatada - 


+ 


en éxtasis, inconsciente de este mundo y en contacto 


con ese otro mundo que se esconde tras el nuestro. En 
una de estas visiones, la imagen de la Virgen del Rosario 
en la iglesia de los dominicos cobr6 vida ante SUS OjOS, y 
le presento a su divino Hijo que le decia: “Rosa de mi 
corazon, yo te quiero por-esposa.” 


Pero, aunque Rosa vivia en el jardin, no todo. eran 
flores en su vida. Aun en su relacion mistica con Dios 
habia lugar para las tentaciones y sabemos por su pro- 


pio testimonio que casi todos los dias su fidelidad se _ 
~ yefa probada por varias horas de aridez espiritual, en 


las que todo lo espiritual le parecia seco y desabrido y 
se sentia abandonada de Dios. En horas como esas, 
Rosa tomaba la guitarra y se quejaba con su copla de 
amor muy popular en ese tiempo: 


Las doce son dadas,. 
mi amante no viene; 
{Quién sera la dichosa 
que lo entretiene? 


Pero al fin el Esposo siempre volvia y le ensefiaba que 
mas cerca estaba de ella cuando se sentia abandonada, 
que cuando lo sentia cerca de ella - “si ahora estoy 
junto ati, entonces estaba dentro de ti, fortaleciéndote 
contra la tentacion.”” 


Esta fue la gran leccion que Rosa oy6 de los labios del 
mismo Cristo: ‘(Haz de saber que la gracia sigue a la 
tribulacion y que, sin el peso de la afliccion, nadie sube 
a las alturas de la gracia. Que no se engafie nadie: no 
hay mds que una escalera para subir al Paraiso; nadie 
sube al Cielo si no es por la Cruz.” 


Y Rosa sabia por experiencia la verdad de las palabras 
de San Pablo, ‘No hay comparacion entre los sufri- 
mientos de ahora y la gloria que se ha de revelar en 
nosotros.” Y sabia que atin en esta vida el gozo de'la 
union con Dios es tan inmenso que, si los hombres lo 
comprendieran, toda tribulacién les pareceria poco 
precio para pagar por él. Por eso a Rosa no le bastaba 
con las sufrimientos que le venian naturalmente, sino 
que, deseando sufrir por Cristo, se imponia penitencias 
espantosas. 


Esta vida de contemplacién y penitencia Rosa la 
hubiera podido vivir como monja de clausura. Si Dios 
no la quiso !lamar al claustro, era para que hiciera bien 
en medio del mundo. Y asi, como la pobreza de su 
familia no les permitia dar muchas limosnas, Rosa ayu- 
naba a pan y.agua y daba su porcién de comida a los 
que eran mas pobres atin. Ademés dedicaba parte desu 
tiempo a ayudar en los hospitales, teniendo especial 
predileccién por las mujeres que sufrian enferme- 
dades venéreas. Porque con toda su pureza virginal, 
Rosa no soportaba nada de melindres, ni mucho menos 
se atrevia a despreciar-a otras hijas de Dios cuando, 
junto a la Cruz de Cristo, Maria no desprecio a la 
Magdalena. Mas de una vez, ante laconsternaci6n y los 
regafios de su familia, Rosa volvio del hospital con su 


habito blanco manchado de pus y sangre, por haber 
estado limpiando las llagas de estas desventuradas. 


Dispensario del Doctorcito 
Poco a poco los enfermos empezaban a tocar en la 
puerta de su casa, buscando consejo, consuelo y las 
plantas medicinales que Rosa cultivaba en el jardin. Al 
casarse sus hermanos, habian dejado libres un par de 
cuartos que la familia pensaba alquilar. Rosa prometio 
trabajar extra para conseguir el alquiler y los convirtio 
en un dispensario, presidido por la imagen del Nifio | 
Jess, a quien Ilamaba su “Doctorcito.” 


A pesar del poco suefio y de los muchos trabajos y 


‘penitencias, la belleza de Rosa no se marchitaba. Pero 


sus fuerzas se iban desgastando, y a los 29 afos tuvo que 
dejar su casa para vivir con un matrimonio acomodado, 

ue se habia encarifiado con ella y se ofrecieron a 
cuidarla. Alli paso tres afios, muriendo a los 31, el 24 de 
agosto de 1617. 


—~Cincuenta y Cuatro afos mas tarde, fue canonizada 
por el papa Clemente X, siendo la primera vez que se 
canonizaba a una persona nacida en el Nuevo Mundo. 
Por esta razon la devocion a Santa Rosa de Lima no se 
limit al Peru, sino que se extendio por toda la América 
hispana, ya que ella era una prueba viviente de que la 
santidad podia florecer no solo en el suelo de Europa 
con su larga tradicion cristiana, sino también en las 
tierras recién descubiertas. 


En muchos aspectos la santidad de Rosa es mas bien 
para admirarla que para imitarla, ya que su vocacion al 
misticismo y al sufrimiento fue un llamado extraordina- 
rio. Pero atin los que no somos Ilamados a esta vida de 
extrema penitencia podemos aprender mucho de ella, 
si alejamos nuestra vista de lo extraordinario y espec- 
tacular y nos fijamos en lo basico. . 


Ante todo, podemos aprender de ella a seguir el 
camino al que nos sentimos llamados y a ser la persona 
que somos, aun cuando en nuestra sociedad no haya 
lugar para esa vocacion 0 para esa clase de persona. Tal 
vez nosotros mismos no vemos claramente hacia 
dénde Dios nos est llamando, pero si nos confiamos a 
él con serenidad y firmeza, encontraremos nuestro 
camino y podremos seguirlo. 


En nuestra €poca, en que estan surgiendo tantas 
nuevas vocacione$ - a veces poco comprendidas por la 
Iglesia institucional - Rosa nos puede inspirar a seguir la 
nuestra, sin rebelarnos, pero sin ceder. 


Finalmente, en una época en que parece que se ha 
olvidado que la Cruz es una parte indispensable del 
Evangelio, el amor de Rosa al sufrimiento nos recuerda 
que en medio del dolor es donde el cristiano encuentra 
el gozo, y que solo a través de la Cruz se alcanza la 
Resurreccion. ’
